WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 

IN FR..NCE, April 4, (Associated 
Press.)—American forces are now 
occupying a sector on the Meuse 
heights,“south of Verdun. 
’ This announcement was released 
for ‘publication tonight simultane- 
ously with a statement that the 
enemy raided one of the American 
listening posts in this sector follow- 
ing a heavy bombardment. 

The raid was made against one of 

the few positions in this region 
where it is feasible, because of the 
terrain, to conduct operations with- 
out heavy Joss to the attacking 
forces. The enemy first vigorously 
bombarded the American first line 
and the communication trenches, 
zigzagging up the hillside, and then 
sent over 3a. raiding party, which 
swarmed about the listening post. 
The further progress of the enemy 
was halted by a strong fire from the 
American first and second lines, 
and, as a consequence, |the enemy 
can hardly claim success. 
Because of the topography of the 
Meuse heights region there has been 
little severe fighting there for many 
months, and the opposing forces took 
advantage of the inactivity to con- 
struct fine dugouts, many of them 
being lighted hy. electricity. Each 
side enjoys the advantage of excel- 
lent observation posts, and shells 
echo among the surrounding hills, 
which are covered with Spring

They expressed the greatest 
concern as they watched the long 
khaki lines of infantry and field artil- 
lery, and pressed me to know how 
many Americans were in France, and 
how many more were coming.

In the Prisoners’ Camp. 

It was the first-pleasant day for’a 
week. The prison camp is on a hill 
overlooking miles of beautifu: North- 
ern France, which lay basking in the 
Spring sun. The boches were mostly 
lying about in the warm sunshine, 
talking and reading. As our car drew 
up all saluted stiffly. I was at once 
impressed by the diverse appearance 
of-the German privates. Men of evi- 
dent culture were side by side with 
wooden-looking blockheads. 

A French officer took us through the 
camp, which held the members: of 
several famous Prussian. regiments. 
The camp proper is. inclosed. in a 
stockade of elaborately placed barbed 
wire. 

The. barracks, with its long. build- 
ings, was clean except for muddy 
floors.. The beds were in two tiers, 
and appeared comfortable. In one 
corner of the barracks we found an 
ingenious marionette theatre. ~ 

The French officer, who spoke lit- 
tle German, was trying .to converse 
with one prisoner, when another sa- 
luted and addressed me in perfect Eng- 
“llish, explaining the working of the 
theatre. Then he told me he was an 
officer of a Berlin dry goods house 
having connections with Stern: Broth- 
ers of New York and Marshall Field 
of Chicago. Before the war, he said, 
he had never been out of Germany. 
He learned English in- a Berlin col- 
lege. 

I asked him’ what he thought about 
America peing in the war. He said: 
“I was made a prisoner about five 
weeks ago. I had heard that America 
was in the war...'This was denied for 
a long time by the high German offi- 
cers. When I was captured, the men 
in the ranks were being told that 
Americans quld not get to France 
because of the U-boats. I had no idea 
that there were so many.

PARIS, April 4.—German troops, 
numbering’ well over 100,000 men, 
délivered a terrific. attack today 
against the French along a front of 
nearly nine miles, from Grivesnes to 
north of the Amfens-Roye road. 
They were met with a storm of 
fire from the French guns, and al- 
though the assaults were repeated 
time after time, they succeeded in 
gaining re a small section sof 


ground. 

The French ~retained Grivesnes, 
‘but. the Germans occupied the vil 
lages of Morisel (across the Avre 
River from Moreuil) and‘ Mailly- 
R. ineval, (three miles scushweet of 
Moreuil.). 

The announcement by the War 
Office tonight of this new. offensive 
also says- that by a powerful coun- 
terattack ‘the French kept their hold 
on Grivesnes. 

The day: report of the War Office 
told of heavy artillery fighting last 
night on the’ same front north of 
Montdidier. In raids in Chamnagne 
and on the Verdun front the French 
took prisoners, and also captured 
two machine guns. 

The night communication is as fol- 
lows: 


The battle was resumed this morn- 
ing with extreme violence in the re- 
gion. north of Montdidier, and: still 
continues.~ On a front of about fif- 
teen kilometers, (nine miles,) from 
Grivesnes as far as north of the road 
between Amiens and Roye, the Ger- 
mans attacked with enormous 
forces, showing a firm determina- 
tion’ to break through our front at 
‘any cost. Up to the present we 
have identified by prisoners eleven 
enemy divisions. 

Our troops with intrepid courage 

resisted the shock of the assailant 
‘masses, who were mowed down by 
our artillery fire. 
» Despite their efforts, ten times re- 
peated, the Germans suceeded, at 
the cost-of sanguinary: sacrifices, in 
gaining only a:few hundred meters 
by terrain and occupying the: vil- 
leges of Mailly-Raineval, and. Mori- 
sel,*the neighboring heights of which 
we hold. | . 

Grivesnes, which was. attacked 
with particular violence, rémained 
in the hands.of our troops, who, 
after having broken down all the 
assaults, counterattacked with vigor 
and realized progress at this point.

The experience of our surgeons 
in other armies and the ability of the 
best of the American medical profes- 
sion should give reassurance to any 
anxious friends and relatives back 
home. 

Nearly All Wounded Recover. 

“It. is also proper to remind the 
folks back home that the experience 
of the British Army shows that 95 
per cent. of the men wounded return 
well to the battle front. Our record 
will be at least as good.” 

The experience of the officers has. 
shown that the Americans have an 
excellent disregard of'shellfire, so far 
as morale goes, but mind the gas 
more. The men who go have had the 
most training in gas warfare. On 
this point Major Finney said: 

“It is well to bear in mind that a 
relatively small percentage of the sol- 
diera in the gassed areas are gas Ccas- 
ualties and that of those sent, to the 
hospitals fully 90 per cent, recover. 
The Americans are in good physical 
shape, and any wounded should bear 
up well. 

“I shall be very grateful if this

The battle front of yesterday extended from the Somme River, north of Hamel, to Griveanes, northwest’ of Mont- 
one of the towns taken by the Germans from the French, is across.

The Germans, it appears, are about to 
launch another attack. After three days 
of relative idleness, spent both in re- 
cuperating from their first effort and in 
getting up reinforcements of both men 
and artillery, the battle which is to 
decide the fate of Europe is about to 
break out again with all the strength 
which the German command can put 
behind it. The heavy losses and the 
final check suffered Dy Germany in the 
last two. weeks may have discouraged 
her leaders. It has not eliminated the 
necessity of Germany continuing the 
attack. She has started out with a 
definite object. She has thrown into the 
balance all of her reserves, which, how- 
ever, have not been used up yet by more 
than half; she has heralc:4 through her 
advance notices the gréat battle which 
she was going to wag> and win. She 
h: 3; been checked, by weather if we 
credit the German press, but she must 
still go on. 

To stop after all of the advertising her 
offensive has received will be to ac- 
‘knowledge her defeat. Her .effort has 
cost her hundreds of thousands of her 
best effectives. She cannot explain away 
this sacrifice or justify it hy the gain 
of the square miles of territory she*has 
made. She must win or go down. World 
power or downfall is the issue. Out of 
this battle one or the other must emerge 
as the final result. Germany is not 
distracted by the situation in the east. 
Russia is no longer able to -force a 
division of her forces. All that she has 
which can add to her fighting strength 
{is concentrated on the western front 
and has been so concentrated for some 
weeks. It is Germany’s final effort, 
launched with the full resources of the 
lempire, carefully and thoroughly mobil- 
ized for this one attempt to win. If it 
fails, Germany must wait while the 
strength of the Allies continues to grow 
through the augmentation of America 
and then will.come the end. 

These are the undeniable facts which 








Germany must face and is now facing. 
Therefore she must go on regardless of 
cost, even though the chances of winning 
grow less with each passing day. 

As the battle stands today it is‘a Ger- 
man defeat. But what will tomorrow 
bring?, We have reason to believe the 
same as yesterday. Germariy has clearly 
lost two important advantages; those 
of surprise and initiative. The Allies, 
at the time Germany launched her great 
attack, had not dared to concentrate 
against it. They were pinned to their 
positions not only until the attack was 
launched but until it had developed. to 
the point where it was positively estab- 
lished that it was not a diversion to dis- 
tract attention from some other quarter 
of the field. Only then could they begin 
to cellect their reserves to meet the 
danger. Before this was completed, be- 
fore Germany was matched, the Somme 
had been reached. But on the Somme, 
the British and French, although wearied 
by incessant fighting against a foe nu- 
merically their superior, stood - their 
ground and brought Germany to a halt. 
But now there can be no surprise; the 
battleground is fixed. Germany must 
attack between certain limits which she 
herself has imposed. While the time of 
the attack may be somewhat indefinite, 
it can be fixed within thirty-six hours. 
There can be no surprise. 


As to the initiative, its chief value lies 
in the ability to select the field of battle. 
Take this away and the value is lost; 
but for the reasons stated such selection 
is not for Germany tp make now. It will 
do her no good to open the fight else- 
where. If she does she only scatters 
her efforts In such a way that nothing 
can be gained anywhere. Moreover, this 
is not the German way. Germany has 
begun every attack with a fixed ob- 
jective. She has kept hammering at 
this objective until she either took it 
or was defeated. There is no flexibility 
either in the German military machine 
or in the German plan. They are both 
the products‘of the German mind, which

For these reasons 
Germany has lost the value of the in- 
itiative. 


The Allies now know where, within

they gathered their men but, with 
shorter lines of communication and with 
better transportation facilities, since 
Germany must bring up her supplies 
over the ‘ground she herself laid waste, 
have rushed to the front Vast supplies 
of both guns and ammunition. Germany, 
then, must rely solely on the brute 
strength of ‘her men and ‘on their ability 
man for man to outfight: thd British, the 
French, and the sAmericans. ‘Afid? iat 
for man the German: soldier: is inferior 
to that of any of her enemies. The 
prospect of a German victory, therefore, 


does not seem to be particularly bright. |. 


This was exemplified in the fighting of 
yesterday, and from this fighting we 
may draw a happy augury of the future. 
After a hurricane of artillery fire the 
German infantry went forward, to the 
attack on the entire front between the 
Somme and the Avre, a distance of over 
ten miles. This front is the vital sector, 
since in order to press forward the point 
she has created at’ Montdidier she must, 
in order to be safe, widen out the sides. 
In the south, between the Avre and the 
Luce, her attack was completely re- 
pulsed. It gained nothing, recorded no 
advance. In the centre, about Marcel- 
cave, the results were exactly the same. 
In the north, along the Somme, minor 
gains only resulted in the neighborhood 
of Hamel. These were of no importance 
up to the time the reports were filed; 
‘This was better than might have been 
looked for, It was to have been ex- 
pected that the lincs of battle would 


move slowly westward, a few hundred 
yards at a time. Thus have all the 
great battles of the war in the west 
gone, the attacks gradually dying out 
until the offensive was ended. But the 
first attempt at a renewal has made the 
check positive. Germany is still. being 
outfought.

Germans Hit a Food Cart. 


After four days of effort and the 

expenditure of many hundreds of 
shells the Germans today blew to the 
four points of the compass a truckload 
of doughnuts and pies standing in the 
road a mile back of the Ameri¢an 
lines. Last Sunday the truck started 
for the front line with the Salvation 
Army’s Easter gifts for the boys in ‘the 
trenches. It broke down in sight of 
the .enemy, who started a shelling 
which they: kept up unsuccessfully 
Monday and Tuesday. 
' On Tuesday night a hundred soldiers 
volunteered and tried to rescue the 
pies and doughnuts, but retired before 
the shellfire and gas. This ‘morning 
the boches got the range and ruined 
the apple pies completely. It was the 
only truck the Salvation Army had at 
that point, so today the Red Cross, 
Quartermaster and engineers all of- 
fered trucks to take another batch of 
doughnuts and pies to the front lines 
trench, and all are anxious for the 
honor. 

The plight of the aster doughnuts 


and pies was known all over the 
American, sector, and the news of their 


loss today was received with-the keen- 
est regret-all along the line.

Heroic British Wounded. 


When the Gérman drive against the 
allied front started, the American 
Army Medical Service sent a detach- 
ment of four surgeons to aid the 
British. 

Today one of them: reached the 
army headquarters. The other three 
are missing, and it is not known 
whether they were captured, wounded, 
or kiNed. 

Striking stories of the Spartan spirit 
of the British ‘wounded are told here. 
One is that there were 300 wounded in 
a field hospital, and there were ac- 
commodations for taking away only 
forty. 

Surgeons went through.to- select the 
fortunate ones. Not one Englishman 
asked to be favored, -but scores of 
them, when approached, pointed to 
others, saying, “ Take them first.” 

Two medical officers of high rank 
came to the American front today to 
make an inspection of an advanced 
station. It was necessary for them to 
leave their automobile at a point two 
miles back and proceed on foot along 
a road in sight of the foe, in company 
with fifteen men. 

The Germans got the range of the 
party, which had traveied not more 
than 100 yards when shrapnel began 
to fall about them. A moment later 
there was a spéctacle of two world-

The visitors had 
scarcely had time to order their meal 
before a Finnish officer appreached the 
table and told therm their presence was 
not desired. He withdrew, hcwever, 
when a pass from General Mannerheim 
Was ‘shown to him. 

Later another Finn asked the orches- 
tra to play ‘‘Die Wacht am Rhein.” 
Everybody arose, the American and the 
Englishman, plainly desiring to avoid 
threatened violence, also arising. An- 
other Finnish officer, continues the 
correspondent, swaggered to the table 
and said: . 

“It is our principle not to sit in the 
‘same room with Englishmen.” ‘

“The difficulty with all our organs 
of publicity is that they have been pur+ 
suing the mistaken policy of seeking to 
enthuse the people, unintentionally per- 
haps, to.an exaggeration. of our own 
achievements. -The terrible battle of 
ten Gays ago might not have occurred 
if we were not a self-complacent people 
who regarded as done those oe that 
were only planned. 

“(This is not a time. for delusions. 
This is not a.time to fool ourselves. 

This is a time for 
blood and iron. We are dealing with an 
adversary whose argument is blood and 
whose rule is iron. 
~** And so I hope that all organs of.

Belgian Minister of State, Now Here, 
Hears of Son’s Death. 


Louis de, Sadeleer, Minister of State 
for Belgium and a mémbér ofa specfal 
Belgian Mission to America, now at the 
Hotel Touraine in this city, has' received 
word from the Belgian Government that 
his-son, Etienne de-Sadeleer of the Bel- 
gian army, was killed by: a bomb 
dropped from a German airplane. during
